Assembly L eft ItT o Lausche 
Th e Oh io Assembly took no action before final 
adjournment to ch ange th e governor’s power 
to appoint a successor to Robert 
A. Taft to rep­ 
resent Oh io in th e U. S. Senate. Th at was wise. 
Even if Gov. Lausch e were not trustworth y in 
th e matter, it would h ave been a politically 
fish y procedure to ch ange th e rules after th e 
event wh ich brough t th em into play . 
Th e fact is th at wh oever Gov. Lausch e ap­ 
points will serve in only th e second session of 
th e 8 3rd Congress, unless h e seeks and wins 
popular approval for unex pired term in th e 
general election of 1954. 
Wh ile h is party affiliation will be of vital 
importance because of th e h airbreadth political 
balance in th e U. S. Senate, h e will inh erit 
none of th e prestige or responsibilities wh ich 
h ad been acquired by Sen. Taft. 
Th e new Oh io senator must make h is own 
prestige and earn h is own responsibility . He 
must do th is eith er by sh eer ability or by th e 
slower meth od of seniority . 
Wh en Oh io sent Robert Taft to th e U. S. Sen­ 
ate in 1939, h e was relatively unknown, h aving 
served only briefly in th e General Assembly 
many y ears before. Yet, with in a few month s 
th e incisiveness of h is th inking h ad been recog­ 
nized with appointments to key committees. By 
1944 h e was being talked about as presidential 
m aterial. 
Oh io’s principal interest, wh ich Gov. Lausch e 
sh ares, is to make certain th at Sen.
